Like their American counterparts, European designers are knitting up a storm for Fall '80. 
The 18th European Fashion Fair made a strong knitwear statement in all classifications. 


Texture, and combinations of texture, looked most directional, Jacquards, argyles and pictor- 
ials were in the best preppy tradition, Silhouettes were short, close to the body. Colors 
ran the gamut from earth tones to soft pastels and hot pastels,

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Beautiful handwork is the hallmark of California's newest knitters and crocheters, at a 
variety of price points, Attention to detail includes cleverly leveled shoulders, below

Invents imaginative crochet-stitches, such as cables, smock-stitch cables, intaglio effects, 
quite remarkable yarn-puffs and, incredible, furry little ermine-like angora puffs dyed- 
to match. Light and lacy, mostly 80% wool/20% rayon. Sweaters are snug; small crocheted 
shoulder pads afford sharper look; sleevetops lightly shirred, hems have crocheted draw- 
strings for better fit at waist: Half-sleeve pullover/V-neck cardigan set, self-buttons; 
crewneck pullover, four angora-puff cables down front & back, plus smocking cables re- 
peated on sleeves and cuffs; glossy rayon evening camisole/Chanel cardigan,

Hand-loomed in Italy. Slight stiffening in shoulders, puckered sleevetops: 3/4 Cardigan 
coat/skirt in multicolor wool/nylon overlay check Tessuto knit cut-and-sewn for easy 
alteration--crewneck Court Jester, one sleeve solid color wool, the other two other shades 
wool/alpaca tweed stitch, solid front asymmetrically self fringed; alpaca/acrylic/wool 
tiny two-toned seedstitch, pullover knit entirely on the bias, two solid color seagulls 
knit into diagonal front/V-neck cardigan, two patch pockets, both sweaters hip-length.
